The present rate 
of 7S cents, fixed by the Commission 
two months ago, was declared to have 
been nullified by_ the action of the Nor- 
folk & "Western and other carriers in 
"West Virginia, charging the differen- 
tial following- the 10 cent cut. The 
plaintiffs today urged that a rate oC 


cents in necessary in view of the 


action of the "West Virginia eairiers. 
This, it is charged, gives an advantage 
to the "West Virginia producers over 
Fittsbur-ff. Attorney Ellis, in his argu- 
ment said: 


'•The question now presented to the 


Commission is, whether the railroads 


o were parties to the Fittsburg- and 


West Virginia cases can nullify and 
defeat the orders made in thet,e cases, 
by establishing new differentials that 
bring about the same discrimination 
heretofore condemned. This is prac- 
tically what the railroads have done. 
The differentials established 
by 
the 


Pennsylvania and the Norfolk. & West- 
ern arc practically Identical with those 
condemned by the Commission and In- 
creased by the Commission because o£ 
thi? rJiscrijnin.ition produced, and the 
differential established by the Balti- 
more & Ohio is but a few cents above 
that also condemned by the Commis- 
sion. Such differences are just as un- 
lawful as they were before the Com- 
mission issued Its orders and the rail- 
roads have no more right to re-estab- 
lish the discrimination complained of 
than they have had to create It." 
•/Attorney 33111s cited the former opln- 
I*on oL the Commission in the Boileau 
case, when it declared "That oven the 
proposed rate which it established of! 
78 cents per ton Is still too high." Con- 
tinuing lie said: "There is ample mar- 
gin Cor a further reduction 
oC the 


Plttbburg rate in order to remove the 
existing disrrimination. 
The cost of 


production in the Pitts>burg district has 
been inci eased by an arf\ anco in the 
wage scale and the PiLtsbudg opera- 
tors -suitor mote, theretore, than they 
did before. The present rates are not 
brought about by competition between 
the carriers, for they were fixed by 
agecment. 
The railroads have given 


their own answer as to what would be 
a profitable rate on Lake cargo coal, 
for the Pennsylvania. Noifollc & West- 
ern and the Baltimore & Ohio hm e 
voluntarily established rates that yield 
from 2Vi to 3.6 mlllb per ton mile. At 
4 Vi per ton mile the rate would be less 
than 68 cents per ton.
